Following  the  announcements,  the  Conference  adjourned.

She  proved  to  the  Conference 
in  her  pleasing,  convincing  way,  that  neither  pleasure,  work, 
friendship,  intellectual  attainment  or  self  were  sufficient  for 
life's  problems — but  that  'T  can  do  all  things  through  Christ, 
who  strengthens  me."

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON— 2 :30-5 :30. 
Centenary  Luncheon.

Three  hundred  women,  far  more  anxious  to  learn  ''more 
and  more"  of  the  great  Centenary  than  even  for  the  very 
pleasant  social  feature  of  lunching  together,  crowded  the 
dining  hall  of  the  Rockingham  Hotel. 

The  Conference  was  glad  that  Mrs.  R.  B.  John  was  Toast 
Mistress.  Her  thought,  her  graciousness,  contributed  no  small 
part  to  the  success  of  the  splendid  occasion. 

Following  the  singing  of  America,  prayer  was  led  by  Rev.. 
H.  M.  North,  solos  by  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love  and  Miss  Ormond  were 
much  enjoyed. 

Mrs.  John  introduced  Mrs.  Lipscomb,  our  Council  repre- 
sentative, as  the  first  speaker.

Mrs.  T.  A.  Person,  of  Greenville,  spoke  on  the  "Centenary 
Being  Divinely  Planned." 

Each  speaker  brought  new  thought,  fresh  inspiration  and 
a  deeper  force  that  will  add  impetus  to  the  work  which  the 
women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  can  do  to  strengthen 
the  marvelous  opportunities  of  the  Centenary. 

With  a  deeper  earnestness  of  purpose  and  with  a  new 
realization  of  the  meaning  of  Julia  Ward  Howe's  words,  as  a 
closing  message,  there  rang  out  those  soul  stirring  words : 

"Glory!  glory,  hallelujah!    His  truth  is  marching  on."

The  Rockingham 
Church  in  every  way  was  sincerely  the  home  to  which  each 
delegate  and  visitor  felt  the  welcome  which  Rev.  A.  L.  Or- 
mond  and  Mrs.  W.  P.  Webb  expressed  in  such  a  genuine 
manner. 

Mrs.  H.  J.  Boney  expressed  deep  appreciation  for  the 
cordial  welcome  Rockingham  had  given  the  Conference. 

Beautiful  music  by  the  choir  was  greatly  enjoyed. 

The  part  of  the  evening's  program  to  which  we  had  looked 
with  happiest  anticipations  was  the  sermon  by  Rev.  D.  H. 
Tuttle,  of  Washington,  N.  C.  He  needs  no  introduction  to 
the  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  During 
thirty-two  years  he  has  practiced  ^'Tithing."  Therefore  he 
could  preach  from  the  depth  of  his  heart  and  experience  and 
with  his  vigor  and  earnestness  on  our  obligations  to  God. 
The  large  congregation  who  greeted  him  will  not  forget  his 
interpretation  of  "Will  a  man  rob  God?  Yet  ye  have  robbed 
Me.  But  ye  say,  Wherein  have  we  robbed  Thee?  In  tithes 
and  offerings." 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING. 

The  Bible  Lesson  was  given  by  Mrs.  R.  B.  John.  Mrs.  B. 
W.  Lipscomb  gave  the  first  address  of  the  evening  on  "Our 
Home  Field."  As  we  heard  of  fifty  millions  of  unchurched, 
unsaved  people  in  our  own  land,  with  our  effort  to  reach  2,- 
000,000  foreign  born  people  to  whom  the  Southern  Methodist 
Church  is  called  to  minister,  we  were  made  to  realize  the  power 
of  Mrs.  Lipscomb's  words  when  she  declared:  "If  there  ever 
was  a  time  when  America  needs  to  stand  for  Home  Missions 
and  service  to  God,  it  is  today." 

The  strength  of  Mrs.  Lipscomb's  address  should  cause  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  to  study  more  closely  and  seriously 
the  salvation  of  America. 

"The  Call  of  Korea"  was  graphically  given  in  an  intensely 
interesting   address   by    Miss    Cordelia    Erwin,    a    Kentucky 
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young  woman  who  has  given  splendid  service  to  Korea  dur- 
ing the  last  twelve  years.  Among  the  many  needs  of  Korea, 
Miss  Erwin  pointed  out  that  .civilization  was  not  enough,  but 
there  must  be  christianization.  (2)  That  Koreans  may  come 
to  know  God  and  that  He  is  love  because  their  hearts  are 
hungry  for  something  to  worship.  (3)  Many,  many  more 
Missionaries  to  make  clear  the  news  of  Jesus  Christ  and  to 
help  the  splendid  native  christians.  (4)  More  schools  for  girls, 
for  there  are  no  schools  for  girls  except  those  established  by 
mission  boards.  (5)  Hospitals,  because  disease  runs  riot  in 
Korea.  (6)  A  publishing  house.  The  printed  page  is  an 
urgent  necessity.  There  are  a  few  papers  but  they  are  all  for 
the  men.  Few  know  how  to  read  before  being  converted  or 
before  going  to  the  mission  schools. 

The  presence  of  Miss  Erwin  was  a  blessing  to  our  Confer- 
ence. The  spirit  of  Christ  shone  in  her  happpy  face  and  spoke 
to  us  through  her  words  of  consecration.  The  North  Carolina 
Conference  will  love  and  pray  for  her  not  alone  for  what  she 
meant  to  us,  but  more  for  what  her  earnest,  sincere  life  will 
mea^n  to  Korea. 

''The  Call  of  Korea"  was  answered  by  Miss  Erwin's  closing 
words:    "Have  we  done  what  we  could?    Have  you?    Have  I? 

THURSDAY  EVENING. 

"He  Knows  It  All"  was  sweetly  sung  by  Mrs.  H.  F.  Long 
and  Mrs.  Frank  Leak.  Miss  Mary  Ella  McCall  gave  a  very 
impressive  Bible  Lesson. 

"Fruits  of  our  Work"  was  a  very  interesting  and  convincing 
part  of  the  program.  Four  girls  from  the  Rockingham  Young 
People's  Auxiliary  and  Miss  Erwin,  in  native  costumes,  repre- 
senting student  life  in  Bevard  Institute,  Holding  Institute, 
Brazil,  China  and  Korea,  told  something  of  their  life  stories. 

A  Stereoptican  lecture  on  "World  Conditions"  was  given  by 
Mrs.  B.  W.  Lipscomb.  In  her  inimitable  way  Mrs.  Lipscomb 
made  us  acquainted,  through  our  eyes,  with  many  of  the  direct 
results  of  missionary  endeavors.  The  Conference  appreciated 
deeply  the  vital  information  which  the  pictures  carried  and 
much  gratitude  is  due  Mrs.  Lipscomb  for  her  interest  in  giving 
them  to  us. 

Mrs.  Lipscomb's  messages  during  each  day  were  a  con- 
stant delight  and  inspiration.  The  North-  Carolina  Confer- 
ence stands  ready  at  all  times  to  give  her  a  hearty,  thrice  glad 
welcome.

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  .we  paid  the  pledge  with  a  surplus. 
Every  district  paid  in  full  with  Rockingham  leading.  The  North  Carolina 
Conference  sent  $32,123.95  to  Council  Treasurer.  South  Georgia  has 
always  led  the  Conferences  in  finances  and  in  1918  North  Carolina's 
pledge  was  second,  though  North  Georgia's  Specials  number  more  than 
ours.  In  1919  all  specials  will  count  as  pledge  and  your  council  delegates 
dared  pledge  $20,000.  North  Georgia  pledged  $23,000.  How  we  hated 
to  pledge  less  than  North  Georgia.  We  are  hoping  that  our  Conference 
will  raise  considerably  more  than  we  pledged  this  year.  Let  us  have 
greater  faith. 

North  Carolina  Conference  ranks  third  among  the  Conferences  of 
Southern  Methodism,  Young  People  rank  eighth  and  again  our  Bright 
Jewels  lead  in  finances.  North  Carolina  Conference  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  best  and  most  loyal  in  the  connection.  This  past  year  we  met  every 
obligation  and  have  gone  forward  as  never  before.  The  work  at  times 
seemed  hard  and  the  responsibility  almost  too  great,  but  I  could  always 
hear  the  voice  of  the  Deaconess  who  said,  "Give  my  Lord  and  me  any 
task  and  we  will  perform  it."  To  you  Christ-like  women  of  the  great 
North  Carolina  Conference,  I  wish  to  give  thanks  for  your  loyal  support 
and  for  the  confidence  which  has  made  the  carrying  out  of  plans  possible. 
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Miss  Bennett  asked  us  to  take  for  our  slogan,  ''I,  the  Lord  thy   God, 
will  hold  thy  right  hand,  fear  not." 

Organization. 

There  is  a  net  increase  of  14  new  Auxiliaries  and  484  adult  members. 
Warrenton  District  having  gained  8  of  the  Auxiliaries,  Durham  4,  Raleigh 
1,  Elizabeth  City  1,  and  Fayetteville  1.  Other  districts  lost  and  gained 
but  remained  the  same  in  number. 

Week  of  Prayer. 

Although  many  Auxiliaries  were  prevented  from  meeting  at  all  during 
the  fourth  quarter  on  account  of  sickness.  We  had  58  Auxiliaries  to  observe 
week  of  Prayer.  Durham  District  leading  with  15  Auxiliaries  contri- 
buting to  the  week  of  Prayer  fund.  Raleigh  reported  13  and  Rocking- 
Jiam  11. 

Harvest  Day. 

A  large  percent  of  our  Auxiliaries  observed  Harvest  Day.  We  con- 
tinue to  urge  this  to  be  held  in  the  early  part  of  December.  May  we 
be  able  to  report  an  increase  of  at  least  15%  in  members  and  offerings 
on  next  Harvest  Day. 

Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School. 

We  did  not  do  anything  special  for  Scarritt  this  year,  but,  Oxford 
Auxiliary  and  one  other  sent  boxes  during  the  year.  Surely  we  will  be 
pleased  to  support  one  of  our  own  girls  there  during  1919-1920. 

District  Meeting. 

The  District  and  Group  Meetings  were  well  attended.  The  Secretaries 
seemed  to  put  forth  greater  efforts  to  make  the  programs  attractive  and 
there  was  greater  earnestness  of  purpose  and  spirituality  in  the  meetings 
than  ever  before.  Too  much  praise  can  not  be  given  these  worthy  laborers 
in  His  vineyard.  Truly  He  can  say  unto  them,  "Well  done  thy  good 
and  faithful  servants."

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK. 

(No.  3) 

In  spite  of  the  many  difficulties  that  confronted  us  during  1918  the 
young  people  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  have  gone  forward  in 
their  work  with  a  zeal  and  enthusiasm  that  knows  no  defeat  and  so  have 
made  this  the  biggest  and  best  year  of  their  history. 

And  now  in  this  great  Centenary  Movement,  shall  we  not  pray  for  a 
larger  vision  that  will  lead  us  on  to  a  still  higher  and  holier  inspiration 
for  the  wonderful  opportunities  that  await  us  in  1919.  Shall  we  not 
throw  ourselves  mightily  into  great  spiritual  warfare  and  so  give  of  our 
very  best  to  hasten  the  day  when  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  shall  "crown 
Him  Lord  of  all". 

And  will  not  you,  my  co-workers,  help  these  young  people  to  realize 
what  a  mighty  force  they  are  and  the  need  the  church  has  for  everyone 
of  them?

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK. 

(No.  4.) 

In  spite  of  war  and  pestilence,  the  Children's  Department  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  has  gone 
forward  during  1918,  having  again  led  the  children  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  their  contributions  for  Missions.  We  are 
proud  of  this  record  and  of  the  fine  body  of  Second  Vice-Presidents  which 
have  made  it  possible,  and  congratulate  both  the  children  and  their 
leaders.  They  have  accomplished  great  things  for  God,  and  He  will 
give  them  their  reward.  But  we  must  do  even  better  the  present  year 
or  we  may  lose  the  place  of  leadership  which  we  have  held  for  so  many 
years.  One  of  the  Georgia  Conferences  is  close  upon  our  heels  and  will 
overtake  us  if  we  do  not  go  forward. 

Sixteen  new  bands  were  organized  during  the  year;  but  as  seventeen 
bands  died  for  lack  of  some  one  to  take  charge  of  them,  we  do  not  report 
a  gain,  but  even  a  loss  of  one.  It  is  sad  but  true  that  some  of  our  Woman's 
Societies  neglect  the  children's  work  and  the  whole  church  work  suffers. 
My  dear  women,  please  see  to  it  that  some  one  who  both  can  and  will 
attend  to  this  important  work  is  put  in  charge  of  the  children,  and  then 
give  to  these  leaders,  whom  you  have  chosen,  your  cordial  co-operation. 
If  for  any  reason  the  one  chosen  can  not  give  her  attention  to  it,  I  beg 
that  the  Auxiliary  do  not  permit  this  failure  to  lead  to  the  going  down 
of  the  band,  but  that  another  who  can  and  will  attend  to  the  work  be 
selected. 

Another  matter  in  which  the  women  can  greatly  aid  our  work.  Only 
about  five  hundred  subscribers  to  the  Young  Christian  Worker  were 
reported, 'and  some  of  these  seem  to  have  expired  during  the  year  as  the 
publishers  give  us  credit  for  less  than  five  hundred.  I  could  hardly  state 
in  too  emphatic  language  the  importance  and  worth  of  this  paper.  It 
should  be  in  every  home  where  there  are  children.  Indeed,  I  feel  sure 
that  if  it  were  more  widely  read  by  our  women  there  would  be  more  and 
deeper  interest  shown  by  them  in  the  children's  work. 

On  account  of  influenza  few  reported  having  observed  the  Week  of 
Prayer.  Also  few  report  having  study  circles.  We  expect  to  do  better 
in  these  respects  tliis  year. 
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Memorial  Church,  Durham,  has  won  the  banner  for  the  largest  contri- 
bution, $165.47.  Centenary,  New  Bern,  is  second  with  $144.05.  The 
following  have  raised  One  Hundred  Dollars  or  more:  Memorial,  $165.47; 
Centenary,  $144.05;  Franklinton,  $112.15;  the  two  societies  at  Dunn, 
$100.00;  Kinston,  $100.00;  and  Wilson,  $100.00.  Sanford  wins  the  banner 
for  raising  the  greatest  amount  per  member,  $4.24.  Maysville,  one  of 
our  newer  bands,  wins  the  Cuban  Banner  for  the  most  subscribers  to  the 
Young  Christian  Worker.  This  band  with  only  31  members  has  thirty- 
seven  subscribers  to  the  paper.  Somebody  did  good  work  there.  Many 
of  the  bands  did  excellent  work  and  deserve  mention  but  space  is  precious 
and  their  record  appears  in  the  Statistical  Report  which  accompanied 
tHs. 

The  summary  of  our  work  for  the  year  shows  forty-eight  Baby  Divi- 
sions with  six  hundred  and  thirteen  members,  and  one  hundred  and 
eighteen  Junior  Divisions  with  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty 
six  members.  Last  year  we  had  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty 
members  in  the  Junior  Divisions.  Why  this  loss?  Who  is  to  blame? 
Let  each  of  us  resolve  that  the  future  shall  see  no  such  decline.  But  I 
am  glad  to  say  the  gifts  show  an  advance.  The  Baby  Divisions  raised 
in  enrollment  fees  $45.41  and  on  their  pledges,  $203.26.  The  Juniors 
in  dues  $1,070.54,  and  on  their  pledge,  $1,908.55.  The  grand  total 
being  $3,237.76. 

I  wish  to  thank  my  co-workers,  the  faithful  Auxiliary  Second  Vice- 
Presidents  for  making  this  report  possible.  And  I  confidently  call  on 
them  for  the  zealous  and  loyal  labor  which  will  give  the  children  an 
honorable  place  in  the  Centenary  work.  This  year  of  grateful  memories 
and  vast  opportunities  calls  on  every  Methodist  to  do  his  utmost.  We 
do  not  wish  our  children  to  fail  and  fall  behind.  For  this  reason  and 
because  of  the  World's  need  and  the  Master's  command,  I  entreat  both 
the  Second  Vice-Presidents  and  all  the  women  of  our  Society  to  aid  and 
encourage  the  children  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  that  they  may 
do  their  part  to  send  the  story  of  the  Christ  Child  to  the  children  of  all 
lands.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSION  STUDY  AND 

PUBLICITY. 

(No.  5.) 

In  looking  over  some  of  our  Centenary  literature  the  other  day,  and 
realizing  the  great  and  wonderful  thing  that  is  before  us,  the  thought  was 
driven  home  to  me,  why  have 'we  been  so  slow  in  stressing  Mission  Study? 
As  your  Superintendent  it  came  to  me  as  a  most  poigniant  question.  Have 
we  as  a  Conference  given  it  the  attention  we  should?  Do  we  realize  that 
it  is  the  key  to  the  situation? 
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The  ripened  fruit  of  Mission  Study  is  correct  knawledge  of  our  Mission 
Work.  Knowledge  leads  to  enthusiasm,  enthusiasm  to  prayer,  and  prayer 
to  larger  gifts  of  money,  time  and  self. 

It  is  as  true  today  as  when  Hosea  spoke  the  words:  "My  people  perish 
for  lack  of  knowledge."  Do  we  believe  it?  Do  we  believe  that  Christian 
Missions  is  the  only  panacea  for  a  world  sick  and  staggering  under  a  load 
of  sin,  ignorance,  vice,  superstition,  idolatry  and  atheism.  Then  it  behooves 
us  to  be  up  and  doing.  The  Macedonian  call  is  heard.  Christian  missions 
is  the  biggest  subject  in  the  universe,  and  it  looms  larger  and  larger  upon 
our  horizon.  It  challenges  the  best  that  is  in  us.  It  is  the  teachings  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  Him  only  which  must  finally  settle  all  international 
affairs.  Nothing  else  will  keep  them  settled.  Ours,  then,  is  a  mighty  task, 
but  we  are  a  mighty  people,  and  our  God  is  a  mighty  God. 

Let  us,  then,  stress  Mission  Study  this  year  as  never  before.  Its  possi- 
bilities are  limitless.  Equipment  for  best  service  lies  only  in  an  intelligent 
grasp  of  the  situation,  and  this  the  study  class  supplies. 

I  beg  you,  then,  in  this  our  great  Centenary  year  accept  the  work  of 
Superintendent  in  your  Auxiliary.  Do  not  be  afraid  to  undertake  it.  We 
learn  by  doing.  We  learn  to  speak  by  speaking,  to  write  by  writing,  and 
thought  finds  language. 

Again  be  willing  to  fail,  if  need  be,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.  A  feeble  effort 
will  be  followed  by  a  better  one,  and  by  study  and  prayer  this  large  oppor- 
tunity for  service  may  be  a  blessing  in  your  life  and  in  the  lives  of  the 
women  whose  vision  of  life  and  God  has  been  enlarged  by  your  service  in 
His  name. 

Again,  we  must  stress  publicity.  What  power  there  is  in  the  printed 
page.  We  knew  it  of  course  all  along,  but  it  took  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment to  send  home  the  lesson.  I  ask  you  to  look  back  on  the  publicity  work 
of  our  Uncle  Sam  in  the  Liberty  Loan  and  other  campaigns  and  apply  the 
lesson.  And  just  as  truly  as  publicity  unlocked  pocket  books  and  turned 
billions  of  dollars  into  the  nation's  treasury,  so  also  will  it  in  our  work 
create  a  new  interest,  arouse  greater  enthusiasm  and  inspire  a  deeper 
prayer  life  among  our  members  and  cause  larger  gifts  to  flow  into  our 
Lord's  treasury.  Surely  it  is  one  of  our  greatest  opp^ortuntiies.  Let  us 
then  make  larger  use  of  the  printed  page  and  publish  through  the  columns 
of  church  and  secular  papers  what  is  being  done  through  our  organization 
for  spreading  the  gospel,  for  the  uplift  of  humanity,  publishing  the  orga- 
nized effort  of  the  women  of  our  church  to  give  education  to  women  and 
girls  and  to  make  it  possible  for  them  to  live  under  conditions  in  which 
manhood  and  womanhood  may  be  developed. 

Reporting. 

Again,  I  find  it  necessary  to  stress  the  quarterly  reports.  No  matter  how 
interesting  your  class  or  how  up-to-date  your  methods,  much  of  the  force 
of  your  study  is  lost  i:  you  fail  to  report  it  through  the  proper  channel. 
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This  has  been  and  is  still  one  of  the  weak  points  of  this  department,  espe- 
cially among  the  young  peoples'  and  children's  classes. 

Do  not  be  satisfied  with  merely  doing  the  work.  It  is  just  as  essential  to 
report  the  work  which  has  already  been  done.  Send  in  your  reports  properly 
filled  out  at  the  right  time.  I  mean  by  that,  please  state  the  District  name 
of  Auxiliary,  name  and  post  office  of  Superintendent  and  number  in  class. 
Attention  to  these  details  will  greatly  facilitate  matters. 

Some  Statistics. 

The  Bulletin  has  gone  out  monthly. 

Leaflets  on  Mission  Study  have  gone  out  twice. 

Lists  of  Mission  Study  books  have  gone  out  twice. 

Report  blanks  and  post  cards  quarterly. 

Many  personal  letters  have  been  written  stressing  the  subject. 

Many  personal  requests  for  literature  and  helps  have  been  answered. 

One  circular  letter  of  three  hundred  copies  has  been  sent  out. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  Mission  Study  at  three  District  Meetings, 
New  Bern  at  Oriental,  Washington  at  Wilson  and  Fayetteville  at  Dunn.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE. 

(No.  6.) 

At  the  Council  meeting  in  1918  the  Social  Service  Department  was 
placed  under  the  Educational  Department  of  the  Council,  and  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Downs  was  appointed  Superintendent,  with  headquarters  in  Nashville, 
Tenn.  In  a  recent  communication  she  writes  "Social  Service  is  the  basis 
for  the  working  program  of  the  Church.  It  must  build  for  the  future,  and 
to  do  this  it  must  build  upon  facts.  The  facts  must  be  obtained  and  accu- 
rately put  before  the  community  in  order  to  create  a  conscience  on  the 
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needs.  The  cause  must  be  remov^ed  and  the  evils  which  have  already  sprung 
up  healed.  Co-operation  with  all  other  Social  Service  agencies  obtain  the 
best  results." 

Because  of  the  war  and  the  time  spent  by  the  woman  in  Red  Cross  and 
other  war  relief  work,  the  Social  Service  work  of  the  Missionary  Society 
was  Jiot  stressed  heavily.  There  were  several  Auxiliaries  in  our  Conference, 
however,  which  continued  their  previous  lines  of  activity,  visiting  the  sick 
and  strangers  and  giving  aid  in  hospitals,  county  homes  and  jails.  One 
Auxiliary  reported  a  Sunday  School  for  the  negro  children  on  one  lady's 
place,  and  three  societies  reported  'work  in  the  camps  located  near  their 
cities. 

The  same  question  as  to  how  to  get  reports  returned  to  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Social  Service  comes  up  again  this  year.  I  have  to  confess  that  I 
have  not  received  any  more  than  I  did  last  year,  although  I  tried  to  send 
the  blanks  to  the  President  when  known,  unless  the  Superintendent  of 
Social  Service  had  been  returning  the  reports  regularly,  in  which  case  I 
sent  the  blanks  to  her.  In  number  of  reports  sent  to  me  for  the  whole 
year,  Washington  District  leads,  with  15;  Durham  is  second,  with  13; 
Raleigh,  third,  with  12.  Then  comes  Fayetteville,  11;  Warrenton,  9; 
Elizabeth  City,  5;  New  Bern,  4;  Wilmington,  3;  and  Rockingham,  2. 
Durham  and  Fayetteville  have  the  distinction  of  having  more  than  one 
Auxiliary  which  sent  in  reports  for  all  four  quarters,  for  they  each  have 
two.  In  all  there  were  eight  faithful  Auxiliary  Superintendents  who  sent 
in  a  report  for  every  quarter. 

This  first  quarter  of  1919  shows  that  several  Auxiliaries  are  using  the 
new  report  books  for  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  While  this  does  not 
give  quite  such  a  full  report  as  does  the  regular  blank,  it  answers  the  pur- 
pose and  is  much  better  than  no  report,  especially  for  small  town  or  coun- 
try communities  where  there  is  not  so  much  Social  Service  work  as  there 
are  in  the  cities. 

For  the  Society  my  best  wish  is  that  it  may  have  as  my  successor  a 
woman  who  has  time  and  consecration  to  devote  to  traveling  and  corre- 
spondence; and  for  that  new  Superintendent,  my  hope  is  the  zealous  co- 
operation of  many  more  Auxiliaries.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EXTENSION  OF  WORK. 

(No.  1.) 

Whereas,  a  report  must  be  made  on  this  most  important  subject,  and 
believing  that  the  recommendations  of  Council  should  be  brought  defin- 
itely to  the  attention  of  our  women,  your  committee  recommends  that 
a  part  of  their  report  be  incorporated  in  ours. 

1.  That  each  Society  shall  endavor  to  qualify  100%  on  the  following 
points:  Organization  and  Membership;  Intelligence  regarding  the  work; 
Spiritual  Life;  and  Finances. 

2.  That  each  Auxiliary  President  provide  a  program  based  on  The 
Council  report  as  soon  as  practical  after  the  report  is  published. 

3.  That  the  attention  of  the  Auxiliaries  be  directed  to  the  proceedings 
of  this  Conference  as  found  in  the  Annual  Report. 

4.  That  the  Standard  of  Excellence  be  kept  before  the  Auxiliaries. 

5.  That  the  Auxiliaries  acquaint  our  Methodist  people  with  the 
advantages  offered  by  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School  with  a  view 
to  securing  trained  leaders. 

6.  That  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  with  the  aid  of 
the  District  Secretaries  shall  secure  lists'  of  women  from  unorganized 
churches  and  cultivate  these  women  by  all  possible  means  in  the  interests 
of  the  Centenary  Movement,  and  with  a  view  to  future  organization. 

7.  That  a  Service  Flag  on  which  shall  be  represented  our  Deaconesses 
and  Missionaries,  at  home  and  abroad,  shall  be  used  in  the  churches, 
and  prayer  shall  be  daily  offered  for  the  volunteers  for  whom  the  Cen- 
tenary is  loudly  calling.  The  design  recommended  by  this  committee 
is  a  Christian  Flag  having  a  white  cross  on  a  blue  field,  small  red  and 
blue  stars  on  same  representing  the  two  classes  or  workers  respectively.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

(No.  2.) 

We,  your  Committee,  on  Finance  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Conference  Expense  Fund  of  20  cents  per  member  for 
Adults,  25  cents  per  member  for  Young  People  and  10  cents  per  member 
for  Relief  and  Retirement  Fund  be  collected  the  first  evening. 

2.  That  the  Auxiliary  President  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
dues  and  funds.  Failure  to  do  this,  forces -the  Council  to  borrow  money, 
on  which  interest  must  be  paid. 

3.  That  December  1st,  or  as  near  as  practicable,  be  observed  as  Harvest 
Day  by  each  Auxiliary. 

4.  That  the  Treasurers  of  each  Auxiliary  shall  send  all  money  and 
reports  to  District  Secretary  of  her  District,  and  the  money  and  reports 
of  Young  People  be  sent  to  Superintendent  of  Young  People  and  money 
and  reports  of  Junior  and  Baby  Divisions  be  sent  to  Superintendent  of 
Children's  Work  the  first  day  of  the  month,  each  quarter. 

5.  That  each  District  Secretary,  Superintendent  of  Young  People  and 
Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  send  all  money  and  reports  to 
Conference  Treasurer  by  the  10th  of  the  month  each  quarter. 

6.  That  we  pay  a  pledge  of  $20,000.00  above  our  dues  and  endeavor 
to  reach  the  15%  increase  recommended  by  Council. 

7.  That  each  Auxiliary  pay  a  minimum  of  $4.00  annually  for  support 
of  our  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School. 

7.  That  a  scholarship  of  $300.00  be  established  at  Scarrett  Bible 
and  Training  School.

COMMITTEE  ON  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK. 

(No.  3.) 

We  recommend: 

1.  Wherever  there  are  any  young  people  in  the  church  a  serious  effort 
should  be  made  to  organize  a  Young  People's  Missionary  Society. 

2.  In  accordance  with  Council  plans  a  Campaign  of  Organization 
be  inaugurated  in  each  Conference  with  the  Conference's  First  Vice- 
President  as  Chairman  of  the  Campaign.  This  Campaign  to  end  Sept. 
30th. 

2-a.  That  in  each  District  a  campaign  committee  be  appointed  with 
the  District  Secretary  as  Chairman,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  present 
the  Young  People's  work  in  every  congregation  in  the  District,  and  to 
organize  Young  People's  Auxiliaries  wherever  possible. 

3.  That  the  young  people  study  the  Year  Book  programs  and  assume 
the  responsibility  of  raising  as  their  share  of  the  Council  Work  for  1920 
the  sum  of  $1,000.  This  fund  to  be  used  for  the  work  in  Brazil  and  the 
Mexican  work  in  the  home  land. 
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4.  That  each  Auxiliary  make  an  earnest  effort  to  reach  the  "Standard 
of  Excellence"  for  1919. 

5.  That  special  effort  be  made  during  1919  by  Adult.  First  Vice- 
President  to  get  young  people  interested  in  Bible  Study  and  Missionary 
Study,  and  tactfully  to  work  and  pray  for  volunteers. 

6.  That  one  afternoon  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  be  observed  by 
the  young  people  in  co-operation  with  the  Adult  Auxiliary  offering  to 
go  for  Young  People's  work. 

7.  Every  Conference  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  place  on  its  annual 
program  for  an  inspirational  presentation  of  Young  People's  Missionary 
Work. 

8.  That  a  Young  People's  hour  with  the  Conference  First  Vice- 
President  be  allowed  after  the  first  day  ath  the  Annual  Meeting  in  a 
separate  room,  for  instruction,  information,  questions,  answers,  etc. 

9.  That  the  objectives  in  the  Centenary  for  the  Young  People's 
Missionary  Society  be 

(a)  Each  Auxiliary  100%  in  intercession  and  tithing. 

(b)  Each  member  contributing  to  the  Centenary  fund. 

(c)  The  Young  People's  Missionary  Society  furnishing  its  full  quota 
of  workers. 

10.  That  the  Young  People's  Watchword,  ''Each  one  win  one,"  be 
made  the  slogan  for  the  y.ear.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  SERVICE. 

(No.  6.) 

Whereas,  we  realize,  as  never  before,  that  organized  women  workers, 
are  earnestly  demanding  a   minimum   wage,   an  eight  hour  day,   equal 
ay  for  equal  work,  and  healthful  working  conditions. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved: 

1st.  That  we  continue  to  inform  ourselves  on  labor  conditions,  and 
support  in  every  way  possible  by  Legislation  and  otherwise,- all  efforts 
to  secure  the  economic  condition  necessary  to  the  realization  of  the 
fullest  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  life. 

2nd.  We  recommend  that  at  the  earliest  possible  time  a  woman  be 
appointed  to  visit  communities  in  the  interest  of  racial  co-operation 
and  adjustment. 

3rd.  That  each  Auxiliary  co-operate  with  other  local  organizations, 
for  the  public  welfare,  to  secure  play  grounds,  libraries.  Travelers  Aids, 
Police  Matrons,  and  to  raise  the  standard  of  morality  in  each  community. 

Whereas,  the  present  year  marks,  the  successful  culmination  of  long 
and  earnest  effort  to  secure  by  legislation  the  prohibition  of  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  in  the  United  States  and, 

Whereas,  the  battle  will  not  be  won  until  these  laws  are  adequately 
enforced,  and 

Whereas,  the  manufacturers  have  expressed  their  intention  of  trans- 
ferring their  operations  to  foreign  lands,  where  we  are  engaged  in  Mis 
sionary  operations.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 


1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Confer- 
ence Auxiliary  Society  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  mis- 
sionary work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of:  Auxiliary  delegates 
representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to  be  determined  by 
each  Conference,  according  to  it's  requirements. 

A  District  Secretary  from  each  District. 

Any  officer  or  manager  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference. 

Any  editor  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  the  Church  paper  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference. 

Any  president  of  a  City  Mission  Board  located  within  the  Conference, 
and  the  following  officers:  A  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  Superintendents 
of  Young  People's  Work,  of  Children's  Work,  of  Study  and  Publicity, 
of  Social  Service  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES. 

1.  The  executive  committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim 
of  the  annual  sessions.     Five  shall  constitute  a 'quorum. 

2.  Conference  officers  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by  ballot- at 
the  annual  meeting.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee. The  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  members  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Only  women  residing  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Conference  shall  be  elected  to  Conference  offices.  If  after 
election  an  officer  moves  outside  the  Conference  bounds  such  removal 
shall  be  considered  her  resignation  from  her  Conference  office. 

3.  The  District  Secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  com- 
posed of  the  President,  the  Vice-President,  the  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Superintendents  of  Young  People's  Work  and  Children's  Work  and  the 
Treasurer,  and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

4.  Two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council. 

5.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance 
the  interests  of  the  work.     She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasury. 

6.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in 
her  absence,  and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
Conference. 

7.  The  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  shall  have  charge 
of  the  Young  People's  Work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  and  to  the  Correspon.ding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Conference.  The  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall 
have  charge  of  the  Children's  Work  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the 
Council  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  and  to  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Conference  Society. 

8.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information  and  with 
literature  if  so  ordered  by  the  Conference.  She  shall  promote  Chris- 
tian stewardship  and  shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization 
of  adult,  young  people's,  and  children's  auxiliaries  in  every  charge  of 
the  Conference,  and  shall  report  each  new  organization  to  the  secretary 
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of  the  Home  Base,  to  whom  she  shall  also  make  quarterly  reports  of 
the  work  of  the  Conference  by  the  15th  day  of  April,  July,  October  and 
January.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society 
and  report  the  preceding  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

9.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Conference  Society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  keep  the  minutes 
of  the  same  on  record. 

10.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an 
account  with  each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an 
auditor.  She  shall  disburse  the  Conference  expense  funds  on  the  written 
order  of  the  president  and  the  corresponding  secretary.  She  shall  make 
an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  shall  send  itemized  re- 
ports promptly  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  July,  October  and  January 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  therewith  trans- 
mitting such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general  treasury.  She  shall 
also  send  an  itemized  statement  to  the  Conference  corresponding  sec- 
retary and  to  the  president. 

11.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  adult,  young  people's  and 
children's  auxiliaries  and  use  every  available  means  to  promote  the, work 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  districts.  They  shall  present 
a  report  of  their  work  at  the  District  Conference  and  shall  hold  annual 
meetings  in  the  district,  and  all-day  meetings  whenever  practicable. 
They  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  auxiliaries  and  send  a  quar- 
terly report  to  the  Conference  corresponding  secretary  and  a  copy  of 
the  same  to  the  president  of  the  Conference  Society. 

12.  ■  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  promote  mis- 
sion study  and  Bible  study  and  shall  disseminate  missionary  information 
through  the  Church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  educational  secretary. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  report  quar- 
terly to  the  Administrative  Secretary  of  Educational  Institutions  and 
Social  Service. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending 
of  boxes  and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council 
superintendent  of  supplies. 

15.  Conference  societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to 
special  calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

16.  The  membership  funds  of  all  auxiliary  societies — adult,  young 
people's  and  children's — also  funds  contributed  to  make  life  members, 
honorary  life  members,  and  honorary  life  patrons,  are  a  part  of  the 
general  fund  which  cannot  be  diverted  by  the  Conference. 

17.  A  Conference  expense  fund  shall  be  provided  by  Conference 
assessment,  the  basis  to  be  determined  by  each  Conference  according 
to  the  requirements.  In  no  case  shall  membership  dues  or  pledge 
funds  be  used  for  Conference  expenses. 

18.  The  thank  offering  during  the  week  of  prayer  shall  be  applied 
to  some  specific  object,  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  in  annual  session. 

19.  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work 
demands,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Council. 

20.  The  last  half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  session 
of  the  Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  Bible  study. 
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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  ADULT 
AUXILIARIES 


CONSTITUTION. 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Society  auxiliary  to  the 
Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following 
constitution  and  by-laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  provided: 

1.  This  society  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 

the Church,   auxiliary   to Conference   Society 

of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women,  young 
people,  and  children  in  a  study  of  the  needs  of  the  world  and  in  active 
missionary  service;  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangelization  of  mission 
fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institutions  under 
the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  for  the  betterment 
of  civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  one  may  become  a  member  of  this  auxiliary  by  giving  prayer 
and  service  and  by  paying  twenty  cents  per  month. 

Each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  voluntary  offering  for  the 
maintenance  and  extension  of  the  general  work.  Such  funds  shall 
constitute  the  pledge  of  the  auxiliary.  The  dues,  pledge,  and  any  other 
undirected  funds  shall  be  prorated  by  the  Council — 40  per  cent  for  the 
home  and  60  per  cent  for  the  foreign  work.  Opportunities  shall  be  given 
for  offerings  to  be  directed  by  individual  donors  for  the  support  of  special 
work.     These  special  offerings  by  individuals  shall  not  be  prorated. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $25,  an  honorary  life  member  by  the  payment  of  $100,  and 
an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  $300,  provided  the  money 
be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge 
nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has '  been  assigned 
to  the  auxiliary.  Such  membership  should  be  considered  as  an  honor, 
and  should  not  release  the  holders  from  the  obligations  of  active  mem- 
bership. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  memorial  roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  this  special  purpose. 

6.  Every  auxiliary  member  shall  pay  toward  the  relief  and  retire- 
ment fund  and  the  Conference  expense  fund. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work,  which  shall  consist  of 
the  care  of  the  parsonage  and  the  charity  work  of  the  church.  This 
work  may  be  done  through  a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the 
auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice-presi- 
dents, a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer, 
an  assistant  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity,  of 
social  service,  and  of  supplies.  These  officers  shall  constitute  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  auxiliary. 

9.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month 
for  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The 
first  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  con- 
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sideration  of  plans  arid  financial  pledges  for  the  new  year  and  to  the 
installation  of  officers.  At  last  business  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  the 
annual  election  of  officers  shall  be  held. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and 
shall  actively  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  the  vice- 
presidents  shall  assume  her  duties. 

2.  The  superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  the  Young  People's  Auxiliary  and  shall  develop 
and  direct  its  work.  She  shall  send  reports  when  required  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Young  People's  Work. 

The  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  develop  and  direct 
the  work  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary.  She  shall  send  a  quarterly  report 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Conference. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall 
send  to  the  district  secretary,  full  reports  by  the  first  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October.  She  shall  also  send  to  the  district  secretary  and  Con- 
ference corresponding  secretary  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly 
elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  send  her  books  to  the  district 
meetings  for  examination. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the 
auxiliary.  She  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  treasurer  on  the  first  of 
January,  April,  July  and  October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
amount,  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to  be  furnished  the  auxiliary  corres- 
ponding secretary.    The  books  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually. 

6.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She 
shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the 
treasurer  a  quarterly  statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall 
pay  out  money  from  the  local  treasury  only  upon  an  order  signed  by  both 
the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and  the  chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligations  for  the  as- 
sistance or  support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospi- 
tals, travelers'  aids,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  prayer 
circles  and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information  through  the 
church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference 
superintendent  of  study  and  publicity. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions  and  shall  seek  to  bring 
about  social  reforms.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Conference  sup- 
erintendent of  social  service. 

P.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending 
of  boxes  and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value 
to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  supplies. 

10.  The  secretary,  treasurer,  and  superintendents,  shall  make  written 
reports  at  the  regular  meetings.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  YOUNG 
PEOPLE'S  AUXILIARIES 


CONSTITUTION. 


1.  This    auxiliary    shall    be    called    the    Young    People's    Society   of 

Church,  auxiliary  to Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  young  people 
in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangelization 
of  Mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  insti- 
tutions under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for  the 
betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions, 

3.  Any  young  person  fourteen  years  old  and  over  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Auxiliary,  by  giving  regularly  prayer,  service  and  a  stated 
offering  monthly  or  quarterly.  At  approximately  the  age  of  twenty- 
five,  members  shall  transfer  to  the  Adult  Auxiliary.  Each  member 
shall  be  asked  to  make  an  offering  for  the  maintenance  or  extension  of 
such  objects  of  the  work  in  the  Home  and  Foreign  fields  as  are  assigned 
to  the  Young  People  by  the  Council.  Such  funds  shall  constitute  the 
pledge  of  the  Auxiliary. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $15,  provided  the  money  be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It 
shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  indivi- 
duals or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  auxiliary. 

5.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  memorial  fund  by  the  gift  of  fifteen 
dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

6.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary,  shall  be  a  president,  two  vice-presi- 
dents, a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer, 
and  the  superintendents  of  study  and  publicity,  of  social  service,  and 
of  supplies. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month 
for  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  At  the 
last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  annual  election  of  officers. 
At  the  following  meeting  there  shall  be  a  full  report  of  the  year's  work, 
installation  of  officers,  and  consideration  of  plans  for  work  and  financial 
pledges  for  the  new  year.

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and 
shall  in  every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the  president, 
the  vice-president  shall  preside. 

2.  The  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  shall  keep,  in  touch 
with  the  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Work  of  the  Conference 
and  shall  report  to  her  quarterly  the  full  scope  of  the  work. 

The  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  shall  assist  the  Superintendent 
of  Children's  Work  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  in  superintending  the  Chil- 
dren's Auxiliary. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship.  She  shall 
report  the  full  scope  of  the  work  quarterly  to  the  district  secretary,  to 
whom  she  shall  send  the  names  and  addressees  of  the  ne-wly  eleicted  officers. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 
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5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping  a 
ledger  account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  treasurer  on 
the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October. 

6.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  organization  of  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes,  for  prayer 
circles,  and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  information  through 
the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  have  charge  of  subscriptions 
to  the  Missionary  Voice  and  the  Young  Christian  Worker.  She  shall 
report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October 
to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  have  charge  of  social 
service  studies  issued  by  the  Council.  She  shall  co-operate  wherever 
possible  in  the  social  service  movements  of  her  church  and  commun- 
ity. She  shall  report  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July 
and  October  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  social  service. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  supplies  shall  superintend  the  packing 
and  sending  of  boxes  of  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  for- 
eign fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.  She  shall  report  each  box 
sent  and  its  value  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  supplies. 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  YOUNG 
CHILDREN'S  AUXILIARIES 

CONSTITUTION. 

1.  This  auxiliary  shall  be  called  the  Children's  Society  of 

Church,    auxiliary   to Conference    Society   of   the    Woman's 

Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world  by  giving  the  children  of  the 
Church  missionary  education,  training  them  for  Christian  service,  and 
by  cultivating  in  them  habits  of  liberal  and  systematic  giving  and  of 
daily  Bible  study  and  prayer. 

3.  The  Children's  Auxiliary  shall  consist  of  Baby  and  Junior  Divis- 
ions, under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Auxiliary,  whose  work  shall  be  correlated  with 
that  of  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work.  All  mem- 
bership, mite  box,  and  other  undirected  funds  shall  be  sent  through  the 
Conference  treasurer,  to  be  prorated  by  the  Council  on  the  basis  of  40 
per  cent,  to  Home  and  60  per  cent,  to  Foreign  work. 

BABY  DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  six  years  of  age  or  under  may  become  a  member  of  the 
Baby  Division  upon  the  payment  of  an  enrollment  fee  of  25  cents.  Each 
member  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be  given  a  certificate  of  member- 
ship and  shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite  box  for  voluntary  offerings.  The 
mite  boxes  shall  be  opened  and  their  contents  sent  quarterly  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  Junior  Division  to  the  Conference  treasurer.  Where 
there  is  no  Junior  Division  through  which  to  report,  the  Superintendent  of 
Children's  Work  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  send  the  money  of  the  Baby 
Division  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Baby  Division  of  the 
Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  $5,  proWded  the  money  be  paid 
for  that  specific  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge  nor  in 
any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned  to  the 
Baby  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the 
gift  of  $10.

4.  Special  meetings  for  the  members  of  the  Baby  Division  shall  be 
arranged  by  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Adult  Auxil- 
iary, at  which  time  inspirational  programs  shall  be  presented. 

5.  Members  of  the  Baby  Division,  at  the  age  of  six  years,  shall  be 
promoted  to  the  Junior  Division  and  shall  be  given  certificates  of  pro- 
motion. 

6.  The  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Adult  Auxiliary 
shall  have  charge  of  the  Baby  Division. 

JUNIOR  DIVISION. 

1.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  six  and  fourteen  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  giving 
regular  prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  monthly  offering  to  missions.  Each 
member  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  furnished  with  a  mite  box  for 
voluntary  offerings.  Mite  boxes  shall  be  opened  quarterly,  and  the 
contents,  with  all  other  offerings,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer; 

2.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Junior  Division  of 
the  Children's  Auxiliary  by  the  payment  of  $10,  provided  the  money 
be  paid  for  that  special  purpose.  It  shall  not  be  included  in  the  pledge 
nor  in  any  special  assumed  by  individuals  or  that  has  been  assigned 
to  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary. 

3.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift 
of  $10.  .       ^ 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  a  president,  vice-presi- 
dent, a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and 
superintendents  of  study  and  publicity  and  of  social  service. 
Officers  with  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Adult  Auxil- 
iary, shall  hold  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Children's  Auxiliary, 

5.  The  Junior  Division  shall  meet  at  least  twice  a  month  to  trans- 
act necessary  business  and  to  follow  the  lines  of  study  arranged  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council,  for  wnich  programs  shall  be  furnished. 
At  the  close  of  each  quarter  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of 
the  Adult  Auxiliary  shall  hold  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Junior  Division  to  see  that  the  work  of  the  quarter  is  correctly 
and  promptly  reported  to  the  proper  officers.  At  the  last  meeting  of 
the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  election  of  officers.  The  first  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  making  plans  and  finan- 
cial pledges  for  the  new  year's  work. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meeting  of  the  auxiliary  and 
in  every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  the  absence  of  the  president, 
the  vice-president  shall  preside. 

2.  The  vice-president  shall  assist  in  the  work  of  the  Baby  Division 
and  shall  be  agent  for  the  Young  Christian  Worker. 

3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  auxiliary  and  promote  Christian  stewardship  and  shall  report 
quarterly  to  the  district  secretary.  The  corresponding  secretary^  shall 
send  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  to  the  district 
secretary. 

4.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly 
announced. 

5.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  auxiliary,  keeping  a 
ledger  account  of  the  same,  and  shall  remit  to  the  Conference  treasurer 
quarterly.     The  treasurer's  books  shall  be  audited  annually.  _ 

6.  The  superintendent  of  study  and  publicity  shall  assist  in  organ- 
izing and  developing  mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  and  shall 
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send   items   of   missionary   news    to   the    Young    Christian   Worker   and 
local  papers. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  social  service  shall  assist  in  directing  the 
children  in  carrying  out  such  lines  of  social  service  study  and  activity 
as  are  sent  out  by  the  Council. 


STANDING  RULES. 

1.  That  the  Treasurers  of  each  Auxiliary  shall  send  all  money  and 
reports  to  District  Secretary  of  her  District  and  the  money  and  reports 
of  Young  People's  Work  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  Young  People'e 
Work  of  the  Conference  and  reports  of  the  Junior  Division  be  sent  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Conference,  on  the  first  day 
of  each  month  of  each  quarter. 

2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  accuracy,  the  Executive  of  each 
Auxiliary  shall  hold  a  meeting  immediately  before  sending  the  quar- 
terly reports. 

3.  That  each  District  Secretary  shall  pledge  an  earnest  effort  to 
hold  an  annual  meeting  in  her  District  at  which  time  she  shall  urge  the 
great  importance  of  organizing  new  auxiliaries,  doing  all  in  her  power 
to  develop  the  District. 

4.  That  the  Conference  ofi&cers  and  each  Auxiliary  President  make 
every  effort  to  have  the  Week  of  Prayer  observed. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  Each  meeting  shall  open  and  close  with  devotional  exercises. 

2.  A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  made  only  during  the  meeting  in 
which  the  vote  is  taken  or  immediately  following  the  reading  of  the  min- 
utes in  the  next  meeting. 

3.  The  majority  vote  shall  rule  except  in  cases  where  the  law  re- 
quires otherwise. 

4.  Resolutions  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  at  least  two  members. 
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
